the additional language.

the methods of making and using the system described above. By way of example, 

the present specification describes invention e ncompasses a method of executing a 

print job of an electronic dociunent, where the print job contains translations in a 

plurality of languages of the document. This method may be performed by, in 

conjunction with submitting the print job to a printing device, automatically 

translating the electronic document into one or more languages according to user input 

with an electronic translation program such that the resulting print job contains 

hardcopies of the docimient in a number of languages. 
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[0Q>4] Additionally, the present mv e ntion may b e e mbodi e d as specification 
describes a printer driver stored on a medium for storing computer-readable 
instructions. A printer driver according to th e pres e nt inv e ntion principles described 
herein would preferably include a user interface for accepting user input; and a 
translation module, wherein the translation module receives user input specifying at 
least one additional language into which a document of a print job is to be translated 
and calls a translation program to perform translation of the document.

[0034] The present mv e ntion provid e s specification describes a system for 
executing a print job of an electronic document, the print job containing translations 
of the document into a number of languages.
